Lebanon is Middle East’s daring fashion capital

BEIRUT The gowns are cut low in the front, slashing down to the navel, or low in 
the back, swooping below the waist, inset with delicate see-through fabric. They 
couldn’t be further from the modest dress generally worn by women in the Muslim 
Arab world. 

Tet these fashions come from Lebanon. This nation better known for military 
conflicts than the arts has produced an impressive crop of designers, such as Reem 
Acra and Elie Saab, whose work is showcased at celebrity events such as the Oscars 
and the Golden Globes. 

The list also includes Zuhair Murad, Robert Abi Nader, George Chakra, George 
Hobeika, Abed Mahfouz and NewTbrk designer Acra, best known in the U.S. for 
her bridal designs. 

“Lebanon’s name has always been synonymous with war, but when it comes to 
fashion ... these designers really make us proud,” said Laura Seikaly 39, who was 
among a recent crowd of bikini-clad sunbathers on a beach north of Beirut. 

Perhaps best known among the long list of couturiers is Saab, a Lebanese icon. 
He catapulted to fashion superstardom in 2002 when Halle Berry accepted an 
Academy Award sheathed in a dazzling Saab burgundy gown— a first for a Lebanese 
designer. 

Lebanese men are also generally smartly dressed and have a soft spot for flashy 
designer accessories— glasses, shoes, pens, lighters and wallets. 

The country is believed to be roughly 60 percent Muslim and 40 percent Christian. 
It is a favorite travel destination because of its European flavor, a legacy of Erench 
colonial influence, as well as the stark contrast between women with barely there 
clothes and others covered from head to toe. While there is sometimes tension, 
religious tolerance generally prevails, and that tolerance translates into fashion.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska Sarah Palin stepped down 
as Alaska’s governor Sunday, giving few clues 
about her political future, which has been 
clouded by ethics probes, mounting legal bills 
and dwindling popularity 

A few things are known: She is scheduled to 
speak Aug. 8 at the Ronald Reagan Presidential 
Library in California and has said she plans to 
write a book, campaign for political candidates 
from coast to coast and build a right-of-center 
coalition. 

She also plans to continue speaking her mind 
on Twitter. 


“Wrapped up Anch Gov’s Picnic, awe- 
some,” she tweeted on Saturday. “Now road 
trip to Eairbanks for farewell speech/chang- 
ing of the guard. Camper full of kids & cof- 
fee.” 

Palin handed over the governor’s office to Lt. 
Gov Sean Parnell at a Sunday afternoon picnic 
at a Eairbanks park. Parnell, 46, of Anchorage, 
has promised to push many of Palin’s initiatives, 
including controversial terms to build a natural 
gas pipeline. 

“Sean knows he has big high heels to fill,” 
said Mark Lewis, moderator of a farewell picnic 
hosted by Palin on Saturday in Anchorage.

Illinois’ state treasurer formally announced Sunday 
that he’ll run for President Obama’s former Senate 
seat. 

Democrat Alexi Giannoulias promised support- 
ers at a downtown hotel Sunday morning that he 
would work for reform in Washington if elected. 

In announcing his candidacy Giannoulias 
echoed the Obama presidential campaign’s mes- 
sage of change. 

“If we are going to reform health care, or change 
energy policy or turn our economy around, we 
cannot go backward. We must embrace change 
and move forward,” Giannoulias said. He said he 
was proud to announce his candidacy for the U.S. 
Senate seat “once held by my friend, my mentor 
and my inspiration. President Barack Obama.” 

The first-term treasurer hopes to win the seat 
now held by Sen. Roland Burris, who has served 
under a cloud of suspicion since his appointment 
by then- Gov Rod Blagojevich. The ousted gov- 
ernor was charged with trying to sell the seat for 
personal and political gain and despite his arrest, 
appointed Burris to the post last December. 

Burris has said he will not seek the seat in 2010 
because of fundraising problems. 

On the Republican side, five-term Congressman 
Mark Kirk announced last week that he’s running. 


New laws aim to help veterans 
get jobs and other benefits 

Gov. Quinn on Sunday signed more than 
20 bills into law aimed at helping veterans 
get jobs and providing other benefits for 
returning service members. Among highlights 
are measures that will double the tax credit 
from $600 to $1,200 for employers who hire 
veterans and another to make it easier for 
school bus drivers who serve in the military to 
return to their jobs once they leave active duty.

The next Dr. Ruth* 

Hyde Park doc has built fan base with her frank advice on sex, relationships

It was a Thursday morning, and listeners of Power 92 were flooding 
the radio station’s phone lines with questions for Rachael Ross, a 
young doctor from Hyde Park who aims to transform sexual atti- 
tudes and behaviors as the hip-hop generation’s Dr. Ruth. 

One caller was not satisfied with his sexual performance, another 
was concerned about an abnormal Pap smear, while a third voiced 
a complaint about difficulty becoming aroused— to which Ross 
advised erotic books, movies and self-stimulation, explaining reas- 
suringly that “you can train your body” 

The exchanges were typical for Ross, who has developed a grow- 
ing fan base in recent years for dispensing frank advice about sex and 
reproductive health as an expert on TV and radio shows, including 
BET, B96 and, most recently. Power 92. No matter how seemingly 
taboo the subject, she provides cheery responses, exuding a savvy 
confidence. 

But her friendly tone belies a serious mission. As Ross sees it, mis- 
guided attitudes and dangerous sexual behaviors are fueling the high 
rates of out-of-wedlock births, HIV and other sexually transmitted 
diseases in the African-American community By taking frank dis- 
cussions to the airwaves, Ross hopes to convert listeners to monog- 
amy, safe sex and healthy, honest relationships. 

“Black households have been traditionally very conservative in 
talking about sex, with disastrous effects,” said Ross, a tall woman 
with a broad smile who wears large, heart-shaped hoop earrings. 


“Manhood is determined by how many kids you’ve had and how 
many women you’ve slept with. I want to capture people where 
they’re at, and then work to change their thoughts and behaviors. 
It’s a balance of sex advice and a safe-sex message.” 

Now in her early 30s, she treats primarily African-American 
patients at her family’s medical clinic in Gary, where she grew up, 
while also serving as medical director of a men’s prison in Westville, 
Ind. 

With her striking looks and several years as a hip-hop DJ under 
her belt, she stands out in the field of sexology, said Stephen 
Conley, executive director of the American Association of Sexuality 
Educators, Counselors and Therapists. 

“I think she can become the next Dr. Ruth,” said Denese 
Shervington, a clinical psychiatrist who serves as director of the 
Institute of Women and Ethnic Studies. 

Not that Ross comes off as scolding. A firm believer that sex edu- 
cation should be entertaining, she wants participants in her conver- 
sations to feel comfortable and even enjoy themselves. 

That attitude came through on a recent morning as Ross fielded 
phone calls in the Power 92 studio in Hammond. 

Laughter filled the air as she walked one listener through different 
techniques to increase his stamina, while nudging another toward 
leaving her suspicious boyfriend. 

“Thank you so much. Dr. Rachael,” a caller gushed. “I don’t know 
where else I’d get all this information.”

Derek Moody came to Chicago prepared to make coffee. 

A student at Brigham %ung University in Utah, Moody 
moved to Chicago in May to intern at Grant Thornton, an 
accounting firm in the Loop. Moody had never had an intern- 
ship before, so he came to Chicago ready to do anything and 
everything, including run errands and other expected “intern” 
tasks. But Moody, 24, said he has yet to ask his co-workers how 
they like their coffee. Instead, he said he verifies that clients’ ac- 
counting records are accurate and sits in on important meetings. 

“IVe done some copying, but most weeks Lm given my own 
tasks,” said Moody, who is renting an apartment in Logan 
Square. “IVe actually been given quite a lot to do.” 

Call it the Revenge of the Intern. For years, “intern” has char- 
acterized the doe-eyed, ambitious twentysomethings willing to 
do anything to get the job done— from Monica Lewinsky to the 
gophers Diddy employed to satisfy his every cheesecake-loving 
whim. 

But not this class — the summer 2009 internship class has, well, class. Thanks 
to the tanking economy, this year’s crop no longer has the time to fetch sal- 
ads for bosses because it is filling the void left by employee layoffs, hiring 
freezes and cutbacks. 

Still, they’re paying a price. Interns who talked to RedEye said they are 
gaining experience to prepare them for the workforce, but increased intern 
responsibilities typically don’t come with increased pay or perks or even 
more respect, ^t businesses are relying more and more on cheap talent, 
HR professionals told RedEye, instead of paying for experienced or more 
trained workers. 

“It’s really interns who are considered hot property,” said Brandi Blades, 
vice president of marketing at Brill Street, an intern staffing company in 
River North. “I think the recession has raised the bar on internships. ... 
Interns have a very significant role in the organization.” 

At the same time. Blades said she doesn’t think interns are facing resent- 
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ment from office workers 
who have watched their com- 
panies lay off colleagues and 
rely on interns more. In fact, 
she said, “most employees 
want to root for the under- 
dogs. Even though times are 
tough, I don’t see why any- 
one wouldn’t want to see an 
intern come in and succeed 
and knock their socks off” 

At Brill, Blades said she 
works closely with an intern, 
who checks in with clients 
and participates in meet- 
ings. Blades said she feels 
comfortable throwing vari- 
ous tasks at her intern, but 
warned, “Ithu have to have 
that mentorship and train- 
ing in place.” 

Rohit Dhake of Naperville 
wasn’t quite sure what to 
expect two months ago when 
he started his summer intern- 
ship at Navigant Consulting, 
a Chicago-based firm that 
advises corporations. 

Dhake, 21, said he had an 
internship at an insurance firm last summer in 
what he described as “more of a training pro- 
gram” with not much client interaction. He had 
also heard from his friends that some employers 
were giving out “fake projects that are similar to 
the work that associates do.” 

That wasn’t the case at Navigant, Dhake 
said, where he was valuing intangible assets for 
clients until his internship ended earlier this 
month. In layman’s terms, he was consulting 
with clients about their finances and complet- 
ing tasks typically reserved for first-year associ- 
ates. 

Dhake was one of about a dozen Chicago 
summer interns at Navigant, which announced 
earlier this year it was implementing staff reduc- 
tions, a salary freeze and limits on discretionary 
spending to lower its expenses for 2009. 

“I definitely found they were willing to trust 
me with a lot of work,” said Dhake, a University 
of Illinois student. “They don’t really see this 
as a cheap labor ... I think they see this as a 
recruiting process.” 

The recruiting and hiring process has 
become a cutthroat business, HR professionals 
say, because there are fewer internship oppor- 
tunities and more applicants, including recent 
college graduates. 

A study released in March by the National 
Association of Colleges and Employers found 
employers planned to cut their internship 
opportunities this summer by nearly 21 percent 
compared to last year. 

Boeing spokeswoman Loretta Morgan said 
the Chicago-based company had fewer intern 
positions this summer “due to the recession and 


changing business require- 
ments.” There are 890 
interns at 20 Boeing loca- 
tions this year. The Chicago 
office has seven summer 
interns, up from five in 2008, 
Morgan said. 

Like many companies, 
Boeing tends to hire its 
interns. Boeing’s average 
hire rate over the past five 
years is slightly more than 50 
percent, Morgan said. 

The NACE survey found 
that more than one-third of 
the new college graduates 
employers said they hired 
last year came from intern- 
ship programs. 

Because internships are 
considered invaluable expe- 
rience, HR professionals are 
seeing interns do whatever 
it takes to secure and keep 
one. Some students have 
even paid thousands of dol- 
lars for their internship. The 
University of Dreams, which 
places students in intern- 
ships while also offering group activities and 
weekly career seminars, charges $6,999 its 
eight-week summer program in Chicago. The 
program offers internship opportunities in 
event planning and sports, among other fields, 
and includes housing at Loyola’s downtown 
campus and a meal plan. 

Paying for an internship is not the only 
unconventional method to finding summer 
work. Marshall D. McIntosh, of the Beverly 
area, said he snagged his internship with 
Chicago-based entertainer Nikki Lynette after 
Lynette tweeted on Twitter that she needed an 
intern. 

Since May, McIntosh has been passing out 
fliers at Lynette’s shows and helping organize 
her college tour. McIntosh, who wants to be an 
entertainment manager, said he’s grateful he 
gets to see “a superstar behind the scenes,” add- 
ing that he sometimes gets to advise Lynette on 
her show wardrobe. 

McIntosh said he receives a stipend but 
wouldn’t disclose the amount. He works at 
Borders during the day for additional income. 

McIntosh, 22, isn’t alone in relying on alter- 
native means to make an internship work, said 
Toby Coffey, director of permanent placement 
services for Chicago for financial recruiting ser- 
vice Robert Half 

“You live with your extended family, you 
work a bar job at night,” Coffey said. “On the 
flip side, they’re getting a very valuable experi- 
ence. ... These interns are immediately getting 
exposure to things they would have not had in 
a better economic landscape.”

Fashion trend alert! 

Wide, waist-cinching belts 
are turning up on torsos every- 
where and forecast to be popu- 
lar for fall. 

“It’s a way to define the 
waist, add color, add inter- 
est and a way to make an outfit 
uniquely your own, just as a piece of 
jewelry would,” says Gregg Andrews, a 
fashion director at Nordstrom. 

/ The most important thing to do before 

incorporating one of the belts into your fall wardrobe 
is to take a good look in the mirror, fashion experts say 
“While {the belts] accentuate the waist, they can also accentuate fig- 
ure flaws,” Andrews says. “Tbu need to look head to toe.” 

The wrong belt could emphasize full hips or a wide backside, he says, 
adding that a narrow one, while less trendy, may be a wiser choice in the 
long run. 

Meanwhile, Clinton Kelly, co-host ofTLC’s “What Not To Wear,” 
focuses on placement on the torso. He describes a belt as “an arrow” 
that directs attention to one place— so you want it to be some- 
where you want noticed. 

But Kelly has a caveat: If you have a thicker waistline, move 
the belt up a little higher to create an almost empire-waist effect. 
That will draw attention to what is likely the narrowest part of 
the body and create a longer, leaner leg-line.

How to rock that belt

grommets, and more subtle and sophisticated choices made 
from an exotic skin or suede. 

» Dresses, button-down shirts, a boyfriend jacket or a blazer 
are all potential partners for the belt. Stay away from thick 
sweaters or shrunken jackets. 

» While wearing a wide belt, don’t overdo jewelry. 

»The belt doesn’t have to match your shoes or bag, but it 
should complement them.
